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Belchertown launches website redesign

BELCHERTOWN —- While 
the doors of the town hall remain 
closed to the public, the town’s 
website redesign is helping people 
to access resources online. 

IT Director, Kevin Hannon said 
COVID-19 delayed the website’s 
relaunch, which was originally 
scheduled for March. 

“Tt slowed a bit because we got 
so busy within the IT department,” 
Hannon said. “But some of things 
took time to do. We had meetings 
and training on how to use the 
software. The selectboard made it 
a priority and that pushed it over 
the edge.” 

“On the back end there are 
some changes that should make it 
easier to town staff to keep infor- 
mation current,’ Hannon said.

Deck project bid 
deadline Sept. 9

BELCHERTOWN -— The pool 
reopening has been pushed back 
due to the pool deck project. 
The selectboard discussed the 
project as well as a draft reopen- 
ing plan for the pool in its meet- 
ing on Monday. 

Town Administrator Gary 
Brougham provided the board 
with an update on the pool 
deck project and Recreation 
Department Aquatics Director 
MJ Furnia presented a draft 
reopening plan for the pool. 

All regulations were based 
off the state, CDC and US 
Swimming guidelines, Furnia 
said. 

“We hope to open in different 
tiers. The first tier on the front 
of the plan it’ll be lap swim for 
our members, swim teams ... 
our Stingray swim team, along 
with private swim lessons,” she 
said. “Those are the groups that 
will be easiest to accommodate 
at least starting off. The second 
group will start with our lap 


pool opening 


swim including our non-mem- 
bers along with our morning 
aquanastic program, group 
swim lessons and a swim clinic 
that goes along for our youngest 
swim team members. The last 
group will be our family swim 
and our private swim parties 
because we feel those are a little 
riskier than the rest of them.” 

There would be two weeks 
between each group, with three 
weeks between the first and sec- 
ond tiers, barring any incidents 
at the pool with staff or patrons 
as well as any rollback from the 
state level. 

The guidelines also include 
restrictions on locker room use, 
which was reduced to 50%. 

Furnia said the guidelines 
have been sent to the Quabbin 
Health District Director Judy 
Metcalf, but they haven’t been 
approved as of Monday. 

“We planned on working with 
her with the opening, that was 
also a line of communication 
that will be open,” she said. 

The membership program 
includes cards which are 
scanned when a member comes 
to use the pool. The information

$1.5 million grant 
to address substance 


use prevention 


Will address alcohol, 
nicotine, marljjuana

REGION — The Quaboag Hills Substance Use 
Alliance has received a federal strategic prevention 
grant, which will provide $1.5 million over five years 
to work with youth and young adults to prevent their 
use of alcohol, nicotine and marijuana, according to 
Gail Gramarossa, facilitator for QHSUA. The alliance 
is part of the Quaboag Hills Community Coalition. 

The grant will provide $300,000 a year, she said. It 
was the awarded by the Substance Abuse and Mental 
Health Services Administration, which is part of the 
U.S. Department of Health and Human Services. It is 
a Strategic Prevention Framework — Partnerships for 
Success grant and will focus on youth 18 and under 
and young adults 19 to 25-years-old, she said. It will 
use evidence-based curricula, she said, to focus on 
preventing the use of alcohol, nicotine and marijuana. 

Go Purple Quabbin Youth Initiative Program 
Director Nekr Jenkins said the grant would help 
towns build their own very locally-focused substance 
use prevention groups and alliances in their individual

School Committee address 
next steps on social justice

BELCHERTOWN - After 
a listening session with the 
Collaborative for Educational 
Services, the Belchertown School 
Committee discussed what the 
district’s next steps were as the 
schools work to address social 
justice issues. 

In its meeting last week, School 
Committee Chair Heidi Gutekenst 
said Superintendent Brian 
Cameron and herself met with 
members of the Collaborative to 
discuss the listening session. 

“Some common themes were 
that teachers needed more train- 
ing around certain issues, some 
are uncomfortable talking about 
certain topics, some quickly dis- 
miss them. I think if the district 
provided more training the teach- 
ers would know how address 
issues appropriately,” she said. “In 
community building there was a 
request to have a lot of speakers 
from our community, so not nec- 
essarily outside folks but folks 
from within.” 

The group noted that members 
of the LGBT+ community were 
affected by discrimination. 

Cameron and Gutekenst said 
they debriefed on the session, 
determining themes and long- 
term goals. 

“One of the things we came up 
with was there was a strong sense 
of urgency to fix the problem and 
one of the things Safire (DeJong) 
said was this was a problem 
250 years in the making, it’s not 
something that I’m going to be 
able to fix this week, this month, 
or this year,’ Gutekenst said. 

Themes included change in 
education needs to start in early 
grades, plans need to be made for 
equity first, curriculum should 
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include diverse cultures authors 
and themes. 

The three topics which were 
identified to work on first were 
training with members of admin- 
istration on bias and equity prin- 
cipals, a listening session from 
teachers and curriculum sub- 
committees are going to look to 
address areas in their respective 
departments. 

School Committee member 
Mike Knapp said he agreed with 
the next steps. 

“Sustainable change is more 
important than something that 
looks good right now, so I like the 
three things,” he said. “I like those 
approaches a lot.” 

School Committee member 
Diane Brown said the only thing 
she would add was that she want- 
ed student involvement. 

“T would like to see something 
that students have to feel that 
they’re involved in this,’ Brown 
said. 

Cameron added climate surveys 
for students. 

“There were students in the lis- 
tening session but felt there was 
such was a range we missed that 
we wanted to give all students the 
opportunity to give us some feed- 
back,” said Cameron. “It would 
be almost like a climate survey 
where we could check the climate 
within the district. For me it was 
important to have administrators 
to receive some of the training 
(with the Collaborative.)”’ 

Two weeks ago, the listen ses- 
sion drew 60 members of the 
community, students, staff and 
parents to discuss some of the 
problems they believe need to be 
addressed. 

After having break out sessions 
with smaller groups, a point per- 
son gave an overview of the top- 
ics they felt were important.

Rising senior at Belchertown 
High School, Sarah Howard, said 
she hopes diversity and social 
justice issues stay relevant to the 
school district. 

“T think we can all agree this 
is a stressful time there is a lot 
going on especially with trying to 
get teachers ready for completely 
different learning style online,” 
Howard said. “We all agreed 
important we make sure this con- 
versation doesn’t stop and this 
conversation is seen as the upmost 
important.” 

She also emphasized the face 
that children in the younger 
grades need to be taught about 
topics such as racism because 
children in younger grades have 
experienced racism. 

“Myself and another group 
member, hers were about her chil- 
dren, shared stories about how we 
experienced racism in kindergar- 
ten, first and second grade and 
we all agreed it’s important to 
get our teachers the proper train- 
ing,’ Howard said. “We need to 
be educated on matters involving 
race, sexuality, etc. because it’s 
something that effects everyone in 
some way shape or form. It also 
effects their education.” 

Rising senior at Belchertown 
High School, Abigail Rothstein 
addressed changes in curriculum. 

“We all know swapping out the 
textbooks is pretty much impos- 
sible, but what’s not impossible 
is teaching the teachers how to 
decolonize the things they are 
given and how to teach teach- 
ers how to understand all of our 
history is not from an American 
standpoint,’ Rothstein said. “That 
is incredibly valuable at a young 
age because it makes it easier to 
grow up because you don’t have 
to reemphasize different things. 
That was our main focus.” 





Census Takers to follow 
up On nonresponses 


Health, safety 

and quality of 
work is vital to the 
Census Bureau 


REGION — The United 
States Census Bureau is active- 
ly conducting non-response fol- 
low up operations across every 
city, town and municipality in 
the state to ensure a complete 
and accurate count of everyone 
living in the United States. 

By law, the Census Bureau 
must provide the first results 
from the 2020 Census by Dec. 
31. To provide complete and 
accurate results by that dead- 
line, the bureau is working to 
collect a response from every 
household by Sept. 30. Every 
household is urged to respond, 
maximizing staff and production 
hours, and ensuring data quality 
along the way. 


Following health 
and safety guidelines 

To ensure safety of all 
employees and residents, cen- 
sus takers are wearing masks 
and following social distanc- 
ing guidelines. In most cases, 
census workers will make up to 
six attempts at each address to 
count possible residents—this 
is the same number of attempts 
the bureau have been planning 
all along. 

Census takers will still visit 
homes during the originally 
planned hours—between 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m., local time, includ- 
ing on weekends, to reach peo- 
ple when they are more likely 
at home. Census takers are also 
calling some households to 
help them respond to the cen- 
sus, providing one more way to 
count hard-to-reach communi- 


ties and people who have not yet 
responded. 

Households are urged to 
respond through the multilin- 
gual advertising campaign and 
through the efforts of nearly 
400,000 partner organizations. 

Additional paper census ques- 
tionnaires are being mailed to 
many households that have not 
responded yet in low-respond- 
ing areas. 

Identifying Census Workers 

The Census Bureau is 
attempting to complete data col- 
lection as quickly and safely as 
possible, while ensuring a com- 
plete and accurate count as it 
strives to comply with law and 
statutory deadlines. Identifying 
a Census Bureau employee can 
be accomplished by checking 
their ID badge, which includes: 

e Their name 

¢ Their photograph 

e A Department of Commerce 
Watermark 

e An expiration date 

Employees will also have an 
official 2020 Census bag and 
Census Bureau issued iPhone. If 
you are still unsure, you can ask 
the census taker for their super- 
visor’s contact information or 
the phone number for the local 
Census Bureau regional cen- 
sus center. Also, census takers 
should NEVER ask for any of 
the following information: 

¢ Your Social Security number 

e Your bank account or credit 
card numbers 

e Anything on behalf of a 
political party 

e Money or donations 

The United States Census 
Bureau has created a group of 
experienced field experts to 
closely monitor, evaluate, and 
resolve quality issues. Because

census takers are using mobile devic- 
es instead of paper, we have a great 
deal of data about how long the cen- 
sus takers spend interviewing each 
respondent andwhere they physically 
were when the interview was con- 
ducted. This information is being 
monitored and used to identify outli- 
ers. Based on those outliers, the cen- 
sus bureau may re-interview a portion

of the census takers’ work to verify 
quality standards are met. The best 
way to avoid a visit from a census 
taker at home is to complete the 2020 
Census online at www.2020census. 
gov. 

About the 2020 Census 

The U.S. Constitution mandates 
a head count, every ten years, of all 
residents living in the United States 
and its territories. Census counts 
determine how many seats each state 


is allocated in the U.S. House of 
Representative as well as how over 
$675 billion in federal dollars in dis- 
tributed annually. Individual respons- 
es are protected by federal law, never 
to be shared with any other depart- 
ment, court, or law enforcement agen- 
cy. Responding to the 2020 Census 
is easy with four ways to respond: 
online, by phone, by paper, or with 
the help of a census taker.

towns, and still be part of the Alliance 
and the Coalition. 

“A community, such as Palmer, 
which has no such group and defi- 
nitely has a substance use issue could 
create their own group,” she said. 
“Really, each individual town can 
bring their own people together.” 

The region for both the Coalition 
and the Alliance is spread out over 
three counties, including Brimfield, 
Holland, Monson, Palmer and Wales 
in Hampden County, Ware and 
Belchertown in Hampshire County 
and Brookfield, East Brookfield, 
Hardwick, New Braintree, North 
Brookfield, Warren and West 
Brookfield in Worcester County. The 
same towns will be covered by the 
new federal grant. 

“It’s broader and wider than our 
previous work,’ Gramarossa said. She 
was referring in part to a five-year 


federal Drug Free Communities grant 
the Alliance received, which has pro- 
vided $125,000 each year and focused 
on working with the schools to reach 
students and parents to prevent opioid 
use. The grant is in its fifth year. 

The new grant will need about 
five staff positions to carry out the 
grant and Gramarossa recruited those 
attending the Zoom meeting on Aug. 
10 to serve on an interviewing and 
hiring committee. The grant starts on 
Aug. 31. Ware will be the financial 
agent for this grant as it was for the 
Drug Free Communities grant, she 
said. 

Alcohol use campaign 

It’s possible the next time area res- 
idents tune in to Pandora, the music 
streaming application, they may hear 
messages from the Alliance regarding 
the increased use of alcohol by both 
young people and grownups. 

The Alliance worked with a mar- 
keting company to create messages 
about it that will play on Pandora, 


post on social media sites, and place 
in print publications reminding par- 
ents of the danger of leaving alcohol 
unsecured where young people could 
get to it. It will also ask young people 
to pledge not to use the substances. 
The campaign information is also on 
the Alliance’s website at https://qhsua. 
org/. 

Gramarossa said nationally there 
has been an increase in the use of 
alcohol by youth and grownups, and 
it is Important to make youth, parents 
and the communities aware that it’s 
occurring. 

The Alliance also has campaign 
information postcards it will hand out 
at events as well as flyers, rack cards 
and lawn signs. 

They are also offering training for 
those who own or work liquor stores, 
including what a server’s liabilities 
are if they over serve patrons and 
what to look for in a person’s identifi- 
cation to be sure it is legitimate.

During the 1990’s he served as co-counsel 
in the historic Hawaii marriage case that 
launched the ongoing global movement for 
the freedom to marry and has participated in 
numerous gay rights and HIV/AIDS cases.

Barack Obama. Wolfson earned a B.A. in 
history from Yale College and his J.D. from 
Harvard Law School. 

Wolfson will be joined by WNE School 
of Law Professor Jennifer Levi, director of 
GLAD’s Transgender Rights Project, who 
will moderate a Q and A-style event. 

“The Center for Social Justice and 
Springfield Public Forum are thrilled to wel- 
come Evan Wolfson as the Center’s inau- 
gural Gervino-Ward LGBTQ+ Speaker,” 
said Center Director, Ariel Clemmer.

Can I hide my Social Security 


in a tax-advantaged account?

Dear Rusty: I will be 62 years of age at the end of 
this year. Can I start drawing my Social Security at age 
62 and have it directly deposited into my IRA (arm’s 
length), not spend it and continue to work without affect- 
ing my tax position? I will defer actually using it until a 
later date Signed: Curious Investor 


Dear Curious Investor: Regardless of where you have 
your Social Security benefits deposited, if you continue 
to work after claiming early benefits, you’ll be subject to 
Social Security’s earnings test. The earnings test applies 
to anyone who collects benefits before they reach their 
full retirement age, which for you is 66 years and 8 
months. 

It doesn’t matter if you spend your benefits, save them, 
or invest them; you’ll still be subject to Social Security’s 
earnings limit. And, since IRS rules say that only earned 
income (which excludes Social Security benefits) can be 
deposited into an individual retirement account, it is not 
possible for you to direct-deposit your Social Security 
benefits into an IRA. In any case, even if you otherwise 
save your benefits for later use; you will still be subject 
to Social Security’s earnings limit. For 2020 the annual 
earnings limit is $18,240 (the limit changes annually) and 
if that is exceeded, Social Security will take back bene- 
fits equal to $1 for every $2 you are over the limit. The 
earnings limit goes up by about 2.5 times in the year you 
reach your full retirement age (FRA) and goes away once 
your FRA is attained. 

Social Security gets your earnings information from 
the IRS when you file your income taxes, and you cannot 
avoid the earnings test by having the money deposited 
for later use. The earnings test will still apply, and they 
will take back some of your benefits if you exceed the 
limit. For information, by “take back” benefits, I mean 
they will notify you that they have overpaid you (due to 
your earnings from working) and will give you the option 
of either paying them back in full with a lump sum pay- 
ment, or they will withhold your future benefits until they 
recover what you owe because you exceeded the earnings 
limit. 

As for your “tax position” on your benefits, that will 
depend upon your combined income from all other sourc- 
es (investments, interest, pensions, earnings, etc.), plus 
50% of the benefits you received during the tax year, plus 
any non-taxable interest you may have (combined this 
is known as your Modified Adjusted Gross Income, or 
“MAGTI’). If you file your income taxes as a single and 
your MAGI is more than $25,000 (or if you file “mar- 
ried-jointly and your MAGI is more than $32,000) then 
50% of your benefits will become part of your taxable 
income. And filing single with a MAGI of more than 
$34,000 (or $44,000 if married-filing jointly), up to 85% 
of your Social Security benefits will become part of your 
taxable income (by the IRS). Once again, it doesn’t mat- 
ter how you dispose of your benefit payments; they will 
still be taxable if you exceed the clip levels mentioned 
above, and you will still be subject to Social Security’s 
earnings test until you reach your full retirement age.

Tomato preservation at its finest 


ed for the last three or four weeks. I'll 

run out to the garden when I want to 
make an omelet or add some to my din- 
nertime salad. Typically, Pll do 
a big harvest just once a week 
and go crazy preserving them in 
whatever way I feel inclined to. 
This past week I realized that 
once a week was not enough to 
keep up. This is a good problem 
to have, right? Here are some of 
my favorite methods of preserv- 
ing an abundance of tomatoes. 

For many years I froze toma- 
toes whole and it worked out 
great. If you’ve never tried it, 
simply hull the fruits, put them on a cookie 
sheet until they have frozen, then place 
them in freezer bags. During the offseason 
you can take out as many as you need for 
use 1n juice, stews or even salsas and sauc- 
es. Once the tomatoes thaw, the skin slips 
off fairly easily. It is easy to do this, for 
sure, but if your freezer space is premium, 
you may want to split the harvest by trying 
your hand at canning. 

First, can the juice. Simply hull the fruit 
first, then whip it up in a high powered 
blender to liquefy it. Pour it into clean 
quart-sized jars, fitted with a new lid and 
a band. Place the jars into a pre-warmed 
water bath canner and process for 45 min- 
utes of boiling time. Make sure that the 
water covers the jars by an inch or two. 
This winter you can either drink the juice 
or boil it down further for use in sauce. 

We also can cut tomatoes. First, scald 
the tomatoes in boiling water until the 
skins crack a bit. Remove them from the 
water and allow to cool. Once they do, the 
skin slip off rather easily. Cut them to fill 
the canning jar, and then press down on 
the fruit in the jar with a wooden spoon

to remove any air. Wipe the rim clean and 
then outfit the jar with a lid and band and 
set in the water bath for the same 45 min- 
utes of boiling time. Once removed from 
the water the jars will cool and 
you will hear the pop of the 
seals; a symphony when you are 
doing many jars at a time. 

Tomatoes can also be roasted. 
Place quartered tomatoes along 
with onions, peppers and garlic 
in the oven in a shallow roast- 
ing pan at 400 degrees, stirring 
every half hour, allowing the 
flavors to meld together. Once 
cooking is complete and most of 
moisture has evaporated, place 
the tasty mixture in plastic bags laid flat in 
the freezer. They can be easily stacked and 
stored, then used as a topping for pasta or 
pizza crust. Yum! 

Many years ago I sun-dried tomatoes 
in the hot greenhouse at Old Sturbridge 
Village. I had plastic racks left from a 
dehydrator that never worked quite right. 
On these racks I placed cut up cherry toma- 
toes and let them “bake” on the shelves for 
two or three days in the heat. I stored these 
little bursts of flavor in a bag in the freezer 
so they wouldn’t mold, simply taking out 
what I needed for pizza toppings etc. 

Maybe this column will be the inspira- 
tion to help you tackle your own tomato 
harvest.

e are a nation adrift. Even 
before the pandemic and 
George Floyd’s death, the 


U.S. was piling on problems with lit- 
tle sense that we had either the lead- 
ership or the political will to address 
them. The coronavirus and Black 
Lives Matter protests have amplified 
those challenges, throwing older ones 
into stark relief and adding new ones. 

I am as convinced as ever that this 
country has the strength and ingenu- 
ity to find its way out. I don’t know 
about you, but I see rising out of the 
multiple crises besetting us a bedrock 
recognition that there is much work 
to do, which requires a new willing- 
ness to overcome the inertia of recent 
years. 

Not that this will be easy: the scale 
of our problems is too immense to 
resolve them outright. The stark 
inequities in economic opportunity, 
policing, and criminal justice that 
have sparked ongoing protests are 
too deep-seated for quick fixes— 
though, hearteningly, there seems to 
be a widespread conviction among 
ordinary Americans that change is 
due. The economy in recent years has 
done just fine for a relatively small 
group of people at the top but has left 
too many Americans fearing that they 
won't be able to fend for themselves 
or their families. These differences 
are even more glaring now: the pan- 
demic is eviscerating small business- 
es and upending the lives of millions 
as larger companies and well-con- 
nected entrepreneurs position them- 
selves to thrive. Digging out will be 


the work of years. 

We face other immense issues that 
have been allowed to drift. People 
who are chronically sick today have 
their lives upended and often wind 
up in debt, yet much as we talk about 
health care being a human right, we 
don’t act that way. Many Americans 
worry that immigrants are taking 
jobs and reshaping the lives they 
know, yet our political system has 
been unable to move beyond either 
“fence them out” or “welcome them” 
to reckon with how we adjust cre- 
atively and humanely to demographic 
change. Our tax code is riddled with 
loopholes created for and exploited 
by people of higher income, yet those 
with the power to change it have 
refused to do so. We face an ever-ris- 
ing national debt, with no political 
will to address it. We’re involved in 
countless conflicts overseas, with no 
strategic clarity or concerted effort to 
ask why and for what purpose. 

So, what do we do? Obviously, 
there are specific policies we could 
pursue, on economic opportunity, 
for instance, some form of univer- 
sal basic income or at least a rise in 
the federal minimum wage, which 
hasn’t budged from $7.25 an hour 
since 2009, would at least help work- 
ers save a little and reduce anxiety in 
times of uncertainty. But overall, how 
we Set about fixing ourselves matters 
as much as the specifics of what we 
do. 

For one thing, most of these prob- 
lems can’t really be solved, only 
managed. Because of their scope and 
complexity, there’s no single remedy. 
There are multiple things that need to 
be done, and the vital thing is to get 





started doing them and not be ham- 
strung by partisan differences. 

Secondly, we are long past the 
point where one sector can afford to 
sit things out. We need government, 
the private sector, and nonprofits 
to work together. The old saws that 
solutions lie chiefly with government 
or that government is useless long 
ago lost their relevance. When you’re 
dealing with problems of this mag- 
nitude, the answers lie with both the 
public and private sectors, and they 
need to focus together on the com- 
mon good. Our federal system allows 
experimentation. Different approach- 
es can be tried at local, regional, 
state, federal and non-government 
sector levels. 

Finally, we all have to recognize 
our stake as Americans in the prob- 
lems that beset the country, not just 
the ones that concern us directly. 
Our society is ailing. We have the 
strength to rebuild, but not if we con- 
tinue to withdraw to our little warring 
camps and lob insults at one another. 
Only if we make “we’re all in this 
together” more than just five empty 
words can we overcome the enmity, 
division and harmful drift of the last 
few years.

mobile device friendly. It is also re-organized to be more 
user friendly,’ Hannon said. 

There is a new central location for agendas and minutes, 
a site-specific search feature, an e-notification feature as 
well as others. 

There is now a calendar that will alert people to read 
closings, upcoming meetings and events being run by the 
town or any of its boards or committees, Hannon said. 

There is an alert system that should it be needed the 
town can post urgent information that will “pop up” on the 
main page. 

“We have worked to make the website be compliant with 
ADA guidelines, as well as added a quick feature that will 
translate the website into over 100 different languages,” 
Hannon said. “A more complete staff directory should 
make it easier for people to find the contact information 
they need. As of this email we are still working on import- 
ing this data.” 

The website is a “living document,’ allowing for chang- 
es over time. 
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Future additions include online forms to “allow people 
to request information or possibly report information at 
their convenience, implementing an e-permitting solution 
that will tie into the website and afford a much greater 
ability to process permits and inspections online and add- 
ing jobs posting and bid posting sections to the website,” 
said Hannon. 

There will be some integration with social media, 
though to what extent has yet to be determined. 

Hannon said the website’s redesign was a team effort 
from the IT Department as well as many other staff mem- 
bers and he thanked them for their efforts. 

“There is more ease of use and it makes the website a 
one-stop shop, which is a good thing,” said Hannon. “We 
also appreciate feedback, if you notice something is out of 
date, send an email to the IT department.”

on which member used the pool 
at a particular time are sent to 
the Recreation Department, and 
kept digitally, which will allow 
for easier contact tracing.

it’s possible to reopen how would 
we go about that.” 

When the project was bided 
earlier last month, no one sub- 
mitted any final bids, which 
Brougham said could have been 
due to a busy construction season. 

“We’ve rebid the project again 
and the deadline for the second 
big opportunity is Sept. 10,’ he 
said.

Fall sports set to begin on Sept. 18 


Some schools still 
need to decide 
whether to participate

REGION -— Fall sports are set 
to begin and soccer will be a part 
of the fall lineup as a modified 
season will be the first up with a 
number of modifications. 







What schools will participate 
in the fall season is still up in the 
air following an announcement by 
the Massachusetts Interscholastic 
Athletic Association last week 
stating schools could begin prac- 
ticing on Sept. 18. 

The COVID-19 Task Force 
made several recommendations 
that were adopted by the MIAA 
Board of Directors. 

As of now, the fall season will 
run from Sept. 18 through Nov. 
20. Soccer, gymnastics, cross 


country, field hockey, girls vol- 
leyball, and golf will all be able to 
practice and play games. 

During the fall season, football 
and cheerleading can practice, but 
they cannot play or participation 
in contests. 

As of the current sport, the win- 
ter season in scheduled to take 
place from Nov. 30 to Feb. 21. 
The winter season is current- 
ly scheduled to have basketball, 
even though it is a high-risk vote. 

The floating season, also being 


labeled as “Fall Sports IT” will 
take place from Feb. 22 to April 
25. Unified basketball, football, 
and cheerleading will be played. 
Schools that were not able to 
participate in certain fall sports 
during the first fall season will 
also be able to play during that 
time. 

The schools that could poten- 
tially participate in sports like 
soccer and field hockey during the 
floating season depend on which 
schools vote to keep students off

REGION — With the return 
of fall sports, the MIAA Board 
of Directors have chosen to 
adopt changes to sports rec- 
ommended by it’s COVID-19 
Task Force committee and the 
Executive Office of Energy and 
Environmental Affairs (EEA). 

Field hockey will see a num- 
ber of big changes with the game 
somewhat resembling playoff 
overtimes and the elimination of 


a number of regular parts of the 
game. 

Field hockey will have no 
penalty corners and players are 
expected to observe the field yard 
full on any and all free hits. It’s 
already a rule, but will likely be 
more strictly enforced. 

But the biggest change is that 
all regular play will be 7-on-7. 
Those rules usually apply to over- 
time, and overtime in field hockey 
is only played during the playoffs. 
All other games end in ties. 

Other modifications to limit 


contact are the elimination of 
stick inspections during the pre- 
game as coaches will be respon- 
sible for making sure that all 
sticks are legal for use in games. 
Officials would normally do a 
stick inspection prior to all games. 
Soccer is the other sport that 
will see some significant changes 
due to the amount of contact that 
can take place between players. 
To begin, the games will 
be separated into four separate 
20-minute quarters. There will be 
two minutes in between quarters 


with the exception of halftime, 
which will be a 10-minute rest 
period like normal. But timeouts 
will be eliminated. 

Coaches will be limited to just 
three per bench. 

Players will not be allowed 
to head the ball, and the use of 
“walls” on a restart in play will 
not be allowed due to attempts to 
socially distance. 

Throw-ins will also be elim- 
inated and a kick-in will be uti- 
lized instead. Opposing players 
must be at least 10 yards away 


from the ball. 

Goal kicks and punts or throws 
back into play from goalkeepers 
will also be modified. The ball is 
not allowed to travel past midfield 
or the other team receives an indi- 
rect kick. 

Another major modification 
is made to penalty kicks. During 
regulation, if a team receives a 
kick, the ball is dead if it goes 
off the goalkeeper. No rebound

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Modifieds finally returning 
to Thompson Speedway 


THOMPSON, Conn. — The high 
banks of Connecticut’s historic Thompson 
Speedway Motorsports Park were set to 
roar once again on Wednesday, Sept. 2. 
The Thompson 150 for the NASCAR 
Whelen Modified Tour will be the 
8lst season opener at North America’s 
original asphalt speedway as it finally 
gets the 2020 season underway. 

The biggest names in Modified racing 
will converge on the 5/8-mile track for the 
Tour’s 147th visit to Thompson, including 
point leader Justin Bonsignore, six-time 
Champion Doug Coby, and former track 
champion Woody Pitkat. Add in a full 
card of racing for the track’s fives local 
divisions, and it will be an action-packed 
midweek night after months of anticipa- 
tion. 

A full field is expected for the Whelen 
Modified Tour’s sixth stop of the sea- 
son. Already, the event has been given a 
jolt of star power in the form of Berlin, 
CT’s Ryan Preece. The NASCAR Cup 
Series competitor has announced he will 
return home for the Thompson 150 driv- 
ing the TS Haulers Team car owned by Ed 
and Connie Partridge. 

Preece is no stranger to success at 
Thompson Speedway. He won the Sunoco 
Modified championship in 2012 and 2014 
to go with three Whelen Modified Tour 
wins at the track. Still, with the caliber of 
competition on the Tour, it will be any- 
thing but an easy homecoming. 

In fact, Holtsville, NY’s Bonsignore 
is likely the man to beat. The 2018 
NASCAR Modified champion has won 
seven of the last eight Tour events at 
Thompson.

Rocco of Wallingford, CT never backs 
down from a challenge, and neither 
does Pitkat, who still wins regularly in 
both the Modifieds and Late Models.

Canadian Tour (ACT) rookie stand- 
ings. The veteran Jenison has three wins 
over the last two years. The Limited 
Sportsmen, SK Light Modifieds, and 
Mini Stocks will also bring their A-game 
for the long-awaited return of Thompson 
oval track racing.

Basketball Hall to have first 
colorized minted coins 


SPRINGFIELD — In August 2020, the 
U.S. Mint releases its first colorized coins 
as part of the Basketball Hall of Fame 
Commemorative Coin Program. The pro- 
gram recognizes the 60th anniversary of 
the Naismith Memorial Basketball Hall of 
Fame with curved coins in gold, silver, and 
clad. A limited number of silver proof and 
clad uncirculated coins are colorized on 
the reverse side. The silver coin features a 
colored net, rim, and channels on the bas- 
ketball. The clad coin colorizes the entire 
basketball as well as the net and rim. 

Colorizing coins appeared in the 
early 1990s by nations such as Uganda, 
Equatorial Guinea, and Palau. Now many 


countries around the world make colorized 
coins. Canada and Australia are large pro- 
ducers of these coins and develop many 
innovative techniques for applying color. 
The Royal Canadian Mint was the first to 
produce a colorized circulating coin, the 
25-cent coin, in 2004. 

Coins are colorized by methods such as 
applying a “sticker” to the surface, add- 
ing ink or paint through a computerized 
“printing” process, or enameling by filling 
recessed areas with paint. The U.S. Mint 
used a third-party to colorize the Basketball 
commemorative coins using an automated

shots will be allowed. A goalie who saves 
or deflects the ball will receive a goal kick. 

Slide tackles and other major contact are 
also prohibited and could result in direct 
kicks or yellow cards. 

In volleyball, teams will have to elimi- 
nate a lot of the contact they are used to. 
Teams typically huddle quickly before and 
after plays, and shake hands or high-five 


before and after the match. All of those 
traditions will be eliminated for the season. 

There will also be a regular cycling of 
balls to keep balls clean. 

Cross country will see waves of runners 
rather all of the runners lined up to start the 
game. 

All sports will have to observe a lot of 
social distancing rules, non-shared equip- 
ment, and making sure all types of contact 
are limited.

A 22-0 vote of the MIAA Board of 
Directors approved the current version of 
the sports calendar. 

The Board of Directors also unani- 
mously voted to attempt to create fall 
schedules that are league specific and 
keep travel to a minimum by scheduled 
games within close geographic regions. 
In Western Massachusetts, the Pioneer 
Valley Interscholastic Athletic Conference, 
the group that governs the leagues in the 
region, will be challenged with coming up 
with that schedule. 

One major fallback of the fall season is 
the elimination of the tournament.

With the elimination of the tournament, 
there will unlikely be a final-sponsored 
MIAA Western Massachusetts soccer tour- 
nament, a big tradition in the region. 

The PVIAC is working on hosting its 
own tournament for the region before the 
new statewide tournaments begin in fall 
2021, but the plans for that have been put 
on hold since the pandemic.
